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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1958. 

The  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions contained  in  Form  Port  20  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  year  there  was  a slight  fall  in  the  number  of 
vessels  and  tonnage  entering  the  ports  of  Hull  and  Goole,  with  a 
corresponding  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  ships  boarded  by 
the  medical  staff.  In  my  report  I have  made  comment  on  the 
standard  of  hygiene  in  merchant  ships  visiting  these  ports,  and  have 
also  included  a note  on  the  s.s.  “ Charles  H.  Merz,”  a collier,  a 
type  of  vessel  on  which  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  keep  accom- 
modation clean  but  which  nevertheless  was  a credit  to  the  owners 
and  the  personnel  concerned. 

The  number  of  ships  on  which  verminous  conditions  was 
found  is  low  due  no  doubt  to  the  periodical  treatment  with  long- 
term insecticides  which  are  now  becoming  more  and  more  com- 
monly used  in  merchant  shipping. 

The  number  of  Deratisation  Exemption  Certificates  issued  was 
practically  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations, 
1958,  made  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came  into  operation 
on  1st  June,  1958,  and  I have  included  a note  on  the  action  taken 
by  the  Authority  since  these  regulations  came  into  force. 

No  major  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  Port 
during  the  year.  Several  cases  of  influenza  occurred  among  crews 
of  ships  in  Port  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  ; 19  cases  were 

reported  on  two  ships. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  canal  boats  was  increased  from 
312  to  818.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  tremendous  change  in  this 
type  of  vessel  over  the  past  few  years,  and  also  that  family  life 


has  almost  disappeared  from  this  type  of  craft.  All  the  new 
vessels  are  of  steel  construction  and  are  powered  by  diesel  engines. 
The  standard  of  crew  accommodation  provided  is  excellent  and  is 
far  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the  Canal  Boats  Regulations 
of  1878. 

The  Riverside  Quay  is  now  almost  completed  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  this  will  be  opened  during  May  1959.  Work  on 
the  damaged  portion  of  No.  1 Market  at  St.  Andrew’s  Dock  is 
making  steady  progress  and  at  the  time  of  writing  is  about  two- 
thirds  complete.  Building  of  the  new  jetties  at  Salt  End  com- 
menced in  1958.  This  project  will  be  the  major  engineering 
development  in  1959.  The  scheme  comprises  the  renewal  of  No.  1 
Jetty  and  the  provision  of  a new  branch  jetty.  All  these  facilities 
will  be  of  great  value  to  the  Port  of  Hull. 

In  June  I was  asked  by  the  World  Health  Organisation  to 
attend  a Conference  in  Marseilles  on  the  Health  and  Welfare  of 
Merchant  Seamen  and  to  give  a paper  on  this  subject.  The  Con- 
ference is  to  be  held  in  February  1959. 

I am  grateful  to  H.M.  Collector  of  Customs  and  Excise  and 
Staff,  the  Superintendent  of  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  and  his 
Officers,  H.  M.  Inspector  (Home  Office,  Aliens  Branch)  and  his 
staff,  the  Pilots,  Dock  Masters,  Owner,  Agents,  Masters  of  vessels 
and  others  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  during  the  year. 
I am  also  grateful  to  the  British  Transport  Commission  at  Hull  and 
Goole  for  supplying  information  regarding  the  trade  of  the  re- 
spective ports. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the  staff,  who 
during  the  year  have  worked  extremely  hard,  and  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Authority  who  have  continued  to  take  a keen 
interest  in  Port  Health  work  and  whose  courtesy  and  kindness  to 
me  on  all  occasions  is  much  appreciated.

Jurisdiction  of  Port 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  definition  of  the  limits  of 
jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 


Amount  of  Shipping  entering  the  District  during 

the  year 

During  1958,  10,008  vessels  entered  the  Ports  of  Hull  and 
Goole  with  a total  net  tonnage  of  7,169,704  as  against  10,718 
vessels  with  a total  net  tonnage  of  7,628,175  in  1957. 

In  the  year  under  review  293  ships  were  boarded  on  arrival  by 
the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Authority  ; this  shows  a decrease  of  15 
when  compared  with  the  figure  for  1957. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  visited  6,899  vessels  on  425  of 
which  sanitary  defects  were  discovered,  on  135  of  these  vessels  the 
defects  were  remedied.  In  1957  the  figures  were  respectively  6,980 
458  and  152.  Details  of  this  work  will  be  found  in  Table  G,  page  27, 
and  in  Appendix  1,  pages  49-50,  and  Appendix  5,  pages  55-59,

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There  are  regular  freight,  and  in  certain  cases,  passenger 
services  between  this  port  and  France,  Belgium,  Holland,  Denmark 
Germany,  Poland  and  the  Scandinavian  countries. 

Vessels  also  arrive  at  the  port  from  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
South  America,  the  U.S.  A.  and  Canada,  India  and  Pakistan,  South 
East,  West  and  North  Africa,  Italy,  Jugo-Slavia,  Greece,  Turkey, 
Syria,  Israel,  Egypt,  Russia  and  Iceland. 

Coastwise  traffic  is  principally  concerned  with  London  and  the 
East  Coast  Ports. 

Inward  cargo  amounted  to  5,608,717  tons  compared  with 
5,446,194  tons  in  1957,  an  increase  of  162,523  tons  or  nearly  3%. 

Among  the  heavier  traffics  were  petroleum,  grain,  food  and 
provisions,  fruit  and  vegetables,  chemicals  and  chemical  fertilisers, 
wool  and  oilcake  and  meal.  There  were  no  imports  of  coal  during 
1958  and  the  lesser  traffics  also  included  iron  and  steel,  ores,  pit- 
wood  and  other  timber,  molasses,  oilseeds  and  nuts,  building 
materials  and  fish. 

Outward  cargo,  apart  from  coal,  coke  and  patent  fuel, 
totalled  1,561,922  tons  compared  with  1,508,023  tons,  an  increase 
of  53,899  tons  or  3J%.  There  were  higher  figures  for  petroleum 
chemicals  and  chemical  fertilisers,  iron  and  steel  goods,  grain, 
vehicles  and  vehicle  parts  and  lower  figures  for  building  and  road- 
making materials,  provisions  and  general  cargo. 

Outward  shipments  of  coal,  coke  and  patent  fuel  amounted 
to  only  981,326  tons,  a reduction  of  1,136,840  tons  compared  with 
the  2,118,166  tons  shipped  in  1957.  The  overseas  tonnage  was 
down  by  459,311  tons  and  the  coastwise  tonnage  declined  by 
677,529  tons.

Dumb  boats  are  fast  disappearing,  the  tendency  being  to 
convert  them  into  powered  craft. 

All  new  vessels  are  of  steel  construction,  powered  by  diesel 
engines. 

Family  life  has  entirely  disappeared  from  the  type  of  craft 
using  this  district  and  a better  term  for  this  class  of  boat  would  be 
Inland  Water  Transports. 

All  new  craft  are  now  registered  with  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
and  Civil  Aviation  whose  standards  for  crew  accommodation  are 
far  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the  Canal  Boats  Regulations, 
1878. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


For  the  District 

Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  water  is  supplied  for 
domestic  purposes  on  all  docks. 

For  Shipping 

The  water  supplied  to  ships  for  domestic  purposes  is  the 
Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  Supply  and  is  delivered  either  by 
means  of  water  boats  or  by  hydrants  situated  on  the  dock-side.

Where  the  water  sample  was  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory 
instructions  were  issued  for  the  water  tanks  to  be  cleansed,  cement- 
washed  and  re-filled  with  fresh  water  from  the  district  supply. 
This  order  was  complied  with. 


Precautions  against  Contamination  of  Hydrants  and  Hosepipes 

Vessels  are  supplied  with  fresh  water  from  privately-owned 
water-boats  or  direct  from  hydrants  on  the  quayside  under  the 
ownership  of  the  British  Transport  Commission. 

Samples  are  taken  periodically  from  water-boats  and  when 
considered  necessary  from  the  hydrants,  the  latter  with  the  consent 
and  co-operation  of  the  British  Transport  Commission. 
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Should  any  hydrant  or  equipment  be  found  in  an  unsatisfac- 
tory condition  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  British  Transport 
Commission  who  take  the  necessary  action.

These  boats  are  under  constant  supervision  by  the  Authority’s 
Inspectors  and  the  tanks  are  periodically  cleansed  and  cement- 
washed.  At  frequent  intervals  samples  of  water  are  taken  for 
chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination.  Where  adverse 
reports  are  received  the  appropriate  action  is  taken. 

Control  of  water-boats  is  exercised  under  Part  IV,  Section  141 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  states  : 

Any  well,  tank,  cistern,  or  water-butt  used  for  the  supply  of 
water  for  domestic  purposes  which  is  so  placed,  constructed  or 
kept  as  to  render  the  water  therein  liable  to  contamination 
prejudical  to  health,  shall  be  a statutory  nuisance  for  the 
purposes  of  Part  III  of  this  Act. 


SMALLPOX 

All  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Smallpox  may  be  sent  to  the 
Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham,  E.  Yorks. 

Ambulances  for  the  removal  of  cases  to  hospital  are  provided 
at  all  times  by  the  Hull  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  city. 

Vans  are  also  available  for  the  conveyance  of  bedding,  etc.  to 
and  from  the  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station,  Scarborough  Street, 
Hull. 

All  ambulance  crews  and  the  staff  of  the  Authority  are  sub- 
jected to  periodical  vaccination. 

Dr.  Alexander  Hutchison,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  upon  Hull,  and  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health 
Authority,  is  the  Smallpox  Consultant  for  the  district.

MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  M SHIPS  FROM 

FOREIGN  PORTS 

Procedure  for  Inspection  of  Ships  for  Rats 

The  Authority’s  Inspectors  and/or  Rodent  Searchers  inspect 
all  ships  from  foreign  ports  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation,  special 
attention  being  given  to  those  coming  from  Infected  Areas,  direct 
or  via  ‘ excepted  ’ or  British  ports,  numbering  398  in  1958. 

Where  evidence  of  recent  infestation  is  found  traps  are  laid  to 
confirm  the  findings. 

In  1958  traps  were  set  on  172  ships  and  182  rats  were  caught. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  Authority  also  pay  daily  visits  to  ships 
from  infected  Areas  and  enquiries  regarding  the  presence  of  rats 
form  part  of  their  normal  duties. 

Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological  Examination 

of  Rodents 

A proportion  of  all  rats  trapped  and  all  found  dead,  including 
those  destroyed  by  the  Rat  Catchers  employed  by  the  British 
Transport  Commission,  are  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  184  High  Street,  Hull  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Thirty  nine  rats  were  examined  during  the  year, 
none  of  which  showed  evidence  of  Pasteurella  pestis.  Details  are 
given  in  Table  E (page  25). 
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Arrangements  for  Deratfing  Ships 

Four  methods  of  rat  destruction  are  approved,  namely  : 

(1)  Fumigation  by  hydrogen  cyanide  ; (2)  Fumigation  by  sulphur 
dioxide  ; (3)  Trapping,  and  (4)  Poisoning  by  sodium  fluoroacetate. 
Details  are  given  in  Tables  E and  F.  (pages  25-26). 

Where  deratting  by  fumigation  or  by  sodium  fluoroacetate  is 
considered  necessary  the  work  is  carried  out  by  commercial 
contractors.

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The  close  co-operation  existing  between  the  Ministry  of  Transport  surveyors  and  the  officers  of  your  Authority  continues  in 
regard  to  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  Merchant  Shipping  (Crew  Accommodation)  Regulations,  1953. 

It  should  be  noted  that  defects  of  original  construction  and  those  arising  from  structural  alterations  are  not  strictly  matters  for 
correction  by  your  officers  and  such  defects  when  found  on  British  ships  are  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport  for  their  attention. 
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GREW  ACCOMMODATION 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  merchant  ships  visiting  this  port 
health  district  remains  satisfactory,  many  of  the  dirty  conditions 
reported  being  due  to  the  litter  left  behind  when  crews  are  ‘ ‘ paid  off.  ’ ’ 

The  number  of  ships  on  which  verminous  conditions  are  found 
is  comparatively  very  low  and  it  may  well  be  that  the  periodical 
treatment  with  long-term  insecticides,  together  with  improved 
cleanliness  will  lead  to  the  almost  complete  absence  of  these 
conditions. 

Practically  all  insanitary  conditions  were  remedied  upon 
verbal  and  informal  notices  being  given. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices. 

It  has  been  noted  in  ships  of  post-war  contruction  that 
increasing  use  is  being  made  of  laminated  plastic  material  in  the 
fitting  out  of  the  crews’  quarters. 

The  initial  cost  of  fitting  these  materials  is  somewhat  higher 
than  that  of  painted  bulkheads  which,  no  doubt,  will  be  justified 
in  the  long  run  by  a saving  in  maintenance  costs. 

The  s/s  “ Charles  H.  Merz,”  a collier,  where  the  accom- 
modation is  extremely  difficult  to  keep  clean,  provides  a good 
example  of  the  advantage  of  using  materials  of  this  nature  which 
can  be  readily  cleaned. 

The  general  maintenance  and  cleanliness  of  the  accommoda- 
tion on  this  vessel  was  a credit  to  the  owners  and  personnel 
concerned.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Regulations, 
1958,  made  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  June,  1958. 

In  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  on  Industrial  Provisions 
the  requirements  of  the  above  Regulations  have  been  made  known 
to  the  owners  of  vessels  using  the  port  and  a printed  notice  to 
this  effect  has  been  issued  to  the  Masters  of  all  vessels  on  arrival 
with  a view  to  enlisting  their  co-operation  in  complying  with  the 
regulations. 

No  applications  have  been  received  by  this  Authority  for 
temporary  exemptions  under  Section  2 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

During  the  six  months  under  review  91  vessels  were  observed 
to  contravene  the  Regulations  and  in  consequence  verbal  and 
informal  notices  were  issued  to  the  Masters  and  Owners  of  the 
vessel  concerned. 

In  the  majority  of  the  cases  the  smoke  emissions  were  abated 
immediately. 

Shortly  after  the  regulations  came  into  force  the  emission  of 
black  smoke  from  four  vessels  would  have  warranted  a prosecution 
but  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  contraventions  were  due 
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to  mechanical  defects  in  the  boiler  installations  and  that  reasonable 
steps  were  being  taken  to  abate  the  conditions,  no  legal  action 
was  taken. 

It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  the  majority  of  ship- 
owners are  doing  their  utmost  to  co-operate  with  the  Authority 
in  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 

It  has  been  observed  that  the  types  of  vessels  consistently 
making  black  or  dark  smoke  are  the  coal-fired  tugs,  dredgers  and 
other  local  craft. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  HEALTH 

During  the  year  two  Certificates  of  Health  were  issued  to 
Messrs.  Richard  Hodgson  & Sons  Ltd.,  Beverley,  to  the  effect 
that  there  were  no  epidemics  of  Cholera,  Typhus,  Plague,  Yellow 
Fever  or  Smallpox  existing  in  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Goole  and  also 
that  the  ports  were  free  from  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease.  The 
Certificates  were  issued  in  connection  with  shipments  of  hides  to 
Amsterdam  and  Genoa. 

At  the  request  of  the  shipping  agents  samples  of  sand,  used 
for  the  purpose  of  ballast  on  board  the  s/s  “ City  of  Poona,” 
were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
Plant  Health  Branch,  Leeds,  for  tests  and  were  found  to  be  free 
from  obnoxious  plant  infestation  and  particularly  from  the  Potato 
Eel  Worm. 

Further  samples  of  the  sand  were  also  submitted  to  the  Port 
Analyst  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  respectively  and  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory  and  free  from  pollution  by  sewage. 

A certificate  to  the  above  effect  was  issued  to  the  agents 
concerned. 

Dangerous  Drugs  (No.  3)  Regulations,  1923 

During  the  year  three  certificates  were  issued  under  the 
above  regulations  to  enable  masters  of  foreign-owned  vessels  to 
obtain  first-aid  outfits  (each  outfit  containing  six  tub  onic  ampoules 
of  Omopon)  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry 
of  Transport. 

A further  four  certificates  were  issued  under  the  above 
regulations  to  enable  masters  of  foreign-owned  vessels  to  obtain 
drugs  to  complete  the  necessary  medical  equipment  for  the  ship, 
in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport  for 
British  ships.

Fifty  cases  of  Picnic  Shoulders,  marked  : — “ ACL  FEG  96 
9821 — 987Q  V/5  ” and  50  cases  of  Picnic  Shoulders,  marked  : — 
“ AC  FEG  98  9921—9970  V/5  ” were  landed  ex  the  s.s.  “ Mowe  ” 
from  Bremen  unaccompanied  by  “ Official  Certificates.”  The 
goods  were  placed  under  detention  and  at  a later  date  were  re- 
turned to  the  country  of  origin. 

Fifty  cases  of  Hams,  marked  : — “ CELEBRITY  1/50” 
were  landed  ex  the  s.s.  " Primula  ” from  Denmark  bearing 
incorrect  “ Official  Certificates.”  The  goods  were  detained  and 
returned  to  the  country  of  origin  on  the  same  ship. 

Twenty  cases  of  Hams,  marked  : — “ S & S 51/70  ” and  25 
cases  marked  : — “ S & S 71/95  ” were  landed  ex  the  s.s.  “ Boro- 
dino ” from  Denmark  bearing  incorrect  “ Official  Certificates.” 
The  goods  were  detained  and  returned  to  the  country  of  origin  on 
the  same  ship. 


OTHER  INSPECTIONS 

The  s.s.  “ Zeehond  ” from  Holland  landed  3,296  cases  of 
Italian  apples.  Samples  were  taken  and  the  Port  Analyst  re- 
ported the  presence  of  Arsenic  and  Lead  in  varying  quantities, 
some  of  which  exceeded  the  recommended  standard  laid  down  by 
the  Food  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The 
whole  consignment  was  dispatched  to  inland  areas  in  small  quan- 
tities and  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  areas  concerned  were 
informed  so  that  they  could  take  any  action  they  deemed  necessary. 
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The  s.s.  “ Cavallo  ” landed  5,000  boxes  of  apples  from  the 
Lebanon,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  recent  landings  of  Lebanese 
apples  at  other  ports  had  been  found  to  exceed  the  maximum 
amounts  of  Arsenic  and  Lead  as  recommended  by  the  Food  Stan- 
dards Committee  the  whole  consignment  was  detained  pending 
sampling.  A total  of  56  samples  was  taken  and  the  Port  Analyst 
reported  them  to  contain  up  to  3.8  parts  per  million  of  arsenic 
and  up  to  17.0  parts  per  million  of  Lead.  A proportion  of  the 
consignment  was  allowed  to  proceed  to  various  parts  of  the  country 
after  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  districts  concerned  had 
been  notified  that  samples  had  been  taken  which  in  some  cases 
contained  arsenic  and  lead  in  excess  of  the  permitted  amounts. 
The  remainder  were  washed  in  Hull  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Food  Inspector  and  his  staff  and  were  resampled.  Certain 
apples  were  still  found  to  contain  Arsenic  and  Lead  in  excessive 
amounts  after  washing  and  had  to  be  re-washed  and  again  sampled 
before  being  allowed  to  be  sold. 

Twenty  cases  of  Hen  Egg  Albumen  were  discharged  ex  the 
s.s.  “ Borodino  ” from  Denmark.  Four  samples  were  taken 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  who  reported  that 
Salmonella  typhi-murium  had  been  isolated  from  two  samples. 
The  goods  were  detained  pending  further  samples  being  taken. 
All  the  20  further  samples  taken  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Three  thousand,  three  hundred  and  ninety  one  cartons  of 
Pasteurised  Liquid  Frozen  Whole  Egg  and  504  cartons  Frozen  Hen 
Egg  White  were  landed  and  loaded  direct  into  insulated  containers 
for  immediate  delivery  inland.  Under  the  circumstances  sampling 
was  not  possible  and  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  various 
districts  to  which  the  goods  were  consigned  were  informed  in 
order  that  they  could  take  any  action  they  deemed  necessary. 

Five  thousand  five  hundred  bags  of  onions  ex  the  s.s.  “ Hel- 
ila  ” from  Egypt  during  August  were  detained  pending  further 
inspection  and  sorting  when  3,656  bags  were  condemned  and  the 
remainder  released.
